Unsettled weather conditions and 
other handicaps during the week of 
deer season just completed was rough 
on hunters who came to Pocahontas 
this year, and resulted in a somewhat 
lower figure than usual in the num¬ 
ber of deer killed. 

According to fig-ures furnished jy 
members of the conservation commis¬ 
sion staff, 182 deer were killed in 
Pocahontas, There were five known 
illegal kills and several arrests were 
made for persons hunting without a 
license. These violations were pun¬ 
ished with fines and costs totalling 
$091.00.

With the rock-ribbed "originaT dry state of 
Maini* falling into line for the repeal of ihe Eight¬ 
eenth Ain endure nt, and Maryland, Minnesota, and 
Colorado it i~ all over but the shouting so far as 
Natoinal Prohibition is concerned, Thirty-one states 
have ratified the repeal amendment so far; every 
-date in* which the ha? beaaput to wfe. In 

thi* J/ght fit whnl haa rtfdirrc^, It HTSfitwih to tlodM 

that all other* will vote for repeal as soon as they 
have the chance, so that by the fifth of December the 
ful] thirty-eu states whose consent is required to 
change the ( I feS ttlil tlon will have registered their 
consent. 

The concern of everyone w ho regards the liquor 
traffic as a serious and degrading evil must, there* 
fore, be focussed now on three major items. First, 
what will Congress do, when it meets in January, in 
the matter cif necessary legislation, both as to the tax 
to be imposed upon "hard" liquor and laws for the 
protection of any state which may vote itself dry? 
For each state ie again free to set up its own regula¬ 
tion of the liquor traffic, or to ban it altogether; and 
it is not at all inconceivable that stales which went 
two to one for national prohibition repeal may vote 
themselves dry* feeling that they would be able to 
control W'hat the Federal government could not con¬ 
trol, Next, even' state legislature will be faced with 
the necessity of deciding how to license and tax the 
traffic. 

The third concern of those who ar+- opposed to 
the liquor traffic is with the education of youth in the 
w ays of temperance. That is the most important item 
of all. It was tremendously effective in the pre-pro¬ 
hibition day; so effective that drinking was hardly 
tolerated in most communities and drunkenness was 
uniformly held disgraceful. 

We believe there will be a great revival of the 
temperance movement, and w e sincerely hope it will 
be effective.
